Listening to constituents?

X V Aprivate member’s bill to restore local control over planning 
for wind turbines and other Green Act projects. 

The bill, called the Local Municipality Democracy Act, was 
introduced by Todd Smith, MPP for Prince Edward-Hastings, and 
received first and second reading at Queen’s Park last Thursday. 

However; the governing Liberals and the NDP—including 
Forster who represents Welland riding for the NDP—voted against 
it The bill would have surely been welcomed by the 79 Ontario 
municipalities who have called for a restoration of municipal 


Wainfleet can be counted among those 79 municipalities. 

Earlier this year, Wainfleet passed a moratorium on wind turbine 
installation until more information on possible health effects, 
property value impact and other issues is made available or more 
studies are carried out West IJncoln also called for a moratorium. 

Two wind-turbine projects are planned for West Lincoln and 
Wainfleet including a Niagara Region Wind Corp. plan to install 77 
turbines in the two municipalities. 

West Lincoln does not M into Forster’s riding but Wainfleet 
does. Andyou can bet manyresidents there, aldetman and Mayor 
April Jeffs aren’t too happy with their Queen's Park representative 
right now. Jeffs, along with West Lincoln Mayor Doug Joynec were at 
Queen’s Paikfor the reading of the bill. That shows howimportant 
it was to both of their municipalities for local control to be brought 
back to them 

Wainfleet council has concerns about the Green Energy Act and 
the way it allows for no real municipal input or control over a wind 
turbine project Yes, municipalities can voice their opinion to various 
government ministries about the wind turbines, just as the general 
public can, but it has no final say or control over the turbines. 

The placement of one set of tuibines in the township could have 
a very negative impact on Skydive Burnaby, with the fight path for 
parachutists being right over one of the proposed turbines. 

A municipality should be able to go to the wind turbine 
proponent and tty and work out a comprise to the placement But 
if the company decides it’s set in its ways, then there’s nothing the 
business or township could do. 

Surely Forster was aware of these issues when she left her 
regional councillor’s position to run for the NDP as MPP in the 
recent election. How could she not be, especially sitting at the same 
regional council table as Jeffs and Joynen And when she was seeking 
the job, she must have heard from residents and Mayor Jeffs about 
the turbines and energy act She had the chance to score points with 
constituents in Wainfleet and across the riding by voting in favour of 
the bill. But she chose to stick to party lines and vote the way the rest 
of the NDP did, ignoring the people who put her in office. 

We’re not against green energy, and neither, we believe, is 
Wainfleet We, like Wainfleet would justlike to see major decisions 
that affect a municipality back in the hands of local government 
Decision such as where turbines go, and whether they're even 
wanted, should be left in local hands, not in the hands of politicians 
who probably can’t even find Wainfleet on a map.

D uring the Christmas season, one 
of the main attractions is food.

Right now we have some who are 
organizing and gathering money and 
food for the annual Santa’s Helpers and 
Salvation Army Kettle" Campaign.

As the needs arose, there was the 
addition of other food suppliers in Port 
Colbome. The Inter-church Food Bank, 
under the direction of the Port Colbome/ 
Wainfleet Clergy Fellowship, Port Cares/ 
Reach Out Centre and the Salvation 
Army all received food supplies from

With the retirement 
of its volunteer director, Mieke Van 
Es (who still co-ordinates the Santa’s 
Helpers), coupled with the rapidly 
growing food needs among people in our 
community, and the lessening supplies 
of food to the Food Bank along with an 
evaluation of the present and future 
needs, it was decided that some changes 
had to be made. 

The Clergy Fellowship made the 
decision to commission a Food 
Bank Planning team with the goal of 
developing a plan for the future of the 
Food Bank and food distribution in Port 
Colbome and area, and with the mandate 
to “feed the hungry in Jesus Name” 

When the changeover took place in 
early Fall, Rachelle Anderson, of Port 
Cares, took on the role of Co-ordinating 
the new Food Bank at the Nickel St Reach 
Out Centre. Many of the existing Inter- 
Church Food Bank Volunteers moved 
over to the new facility andanewteamof 
Volunteers has been added to the team. 

With the new Food Services comes 
on-site storage for food. A large walk-in 
Refrigerator and Freezer, allows for “fresh 
from the farm” produce to be provided 


our food for the day. As always they 
proved to be gracious hosts and we are 
indebted to them for their pport. 

We also received donations of 
much needed supplies and services 
from many businesses. A big thank 
you to the following organizations 
for their support: Brent & Jenny's No 
Frills, Fontaine Transport, Sobeys, 
Modem Waste Corp. and Staples.

management plan for the 
north shore of Lake Erie 
was being developed, “but 
it has been dropped." Now, 
he said, “we have become 
the beneficiaries of a lot of 
crap.” 

Jeffs said Wainfleet is 
working with Niagara 
Peninsula Conservation 
Authority to do testing. 

“There are a lot of theo¬ 
ries about the cause of 
algae buildup,” she said. 

Meanwhile, the township 
this spring will begin test¬ 
ing sceptic systems along 
the lakeshore. It’s about to 
hire an inspector and will 
probably hold an infor¬ 
mation session to inform 
property owners about the 
process and their responsi¬ 
bilities, she said. 

Jeffs and her council 
were elected a year ago 
on a platform to stop the 
so-called “Big Pipe” plan 
for a sewer and waterline 
along Lakeshore Rd. As an 
alternative, inspection and 
replacement of faulty scep¬ 
tic systems was suggested. 

In reversing the Q&A, 
Badawey asked the cham¬ 
ber for its opinion on 
the new Greater Niagara 
Chamber of Commerce, to 
which the St. Catharines- 


Thorold chamber will be 
the first to merge. 

Vice-president Patti 
Stirling said the Port 
Colborne- Wainfleet cham¬ 
ber is not interested in 
blending into a regional 
chamber that would reduce 
the local agency to a busi¬ 
ness council. 

“Business in Niagara 
should speak with one 
voice,” she told the mayor, 
“but it doesn’t have to be 
through one chamber.” 

The supporters of a 
regional chamber dismiss 
the role the chambers play 
in serving their members, 
such providing information 
and insurance, she said. 

"They would call this 
breakfast event small stuff." 

Stirling said regional 
chamber backers are Just 
interested in becoming a 
big lobbying body. 

There are other ways to 
do that, she said, adding 
the local business commu¬ 
nity already has lobbying 
groups. 

In an interview after the 
meeting, Badawey said 
the question-and-answer 
format, which the chamber 
started using last quarter, is 
a good way to gather infor¬ 
mation and clarify matters.

Region can’t avoid 3.2% tax hike 


THOROLD — After a few 
swings of the budget axe by 
cost-conscious councillors, 
Niagara Region’s 2012 bud¬ 
gets, including an average 
$41 tax increase, passed last 
Thursday night. 

The region’s capital and 
operating budgets passed 
at a special council session, 
and call on taxpayers to take 
over expenses like Niagara 
Region Transit to protect 
Niagara’s dwindling emer¬ 
gency reserves. The com¬ 
bined fiscal road map, which 
brings a $41.03 tax hit to 
the average home — a 3.2% 
increase. 

It passed in a series of 
votes, despite councillors’ 
efforts to ease that tax hit. 

The votes were tight, as a 
block of councillors broke 
the budget into chunks to try 
and cut it down. But one by 
one, councillors backed the 
budget proposals that came 
out of committee. 

“Unfortunately, this isn’t 


death by a thousand cuts 
tonight, this is death by a 
thousand taxes,” said St. 
Catharines Coun. Andy 
Petrowski, who vocally 
opposed tax measure after 
tax measure. 

But Lincoln Mayor Bill 
Hodgson said the extra 
spending, couched as sus¬ 
tainability dollars, was 
necessary. 

“If we use our reserves and 
run them down, it’s called 
taxing your children and 
your grandchildren,” he said. 

“Are we just going to 
preach to some kind of ideo¬ 
logical god that's just going 
to make us believe that we 
can have it all and not pay 
for it?” 

Niagara-on-the-Lake Lord 
Mayor David Eke's effort 
to avoid putting regional 
transit on the levy fell in a 
narrow 12-11 vote, with St. 
Catharines Coun. Ronna 
Katzman providing the 
deciding Yes vote. 

Port Colborne Coun. David 
Barrick’s attempt to apply all 
of a $5.1-million provincial 


windfall to this year’s levy 
fell, too. Only one-third of it 
will be applied, with the rest 
being held back in reserve 
for future budgets. 

“Taxpayers need relief 
now,” said Barrick. 

He said the budget plan 
was “blowing guidance out 
of the water.”

The tax increase comes 
as the bus system and tem¬ 
porary accommodations for 
Niagara Regional Police are 
set to move off emergency 
funding and onto the levy. 
The emergency fund they 
drew from, intended for sur¬ 
prise expenses such as law¬ 
suits and snow removal, was 
set to run dry by 2013. 

Thorold Coun. Henry 
D’Angela noted that running 



of debt? Do you want to 
saddle them with huge tax 
increases?” 

The region also finalized its 
water, wastewater and waste 
management rates. Disposal 


rates could drop an average 
of $2 per household, while 
water and sewer charges 
could take a $14 jump on 
average, though that varies 
by municipality. 

Petrowski and Niagara 
Falls Coun. Selina Volpatti 
both produced amendments 
aimed at hacking down util¬ 
ity rate spending, but both 
were soundly defeated. 

This year’s budget com¬ 
pares to a tax decrease last 
year, said Regional Chair 
Gary Burroughs. And he 
noted the region has held its 
average hike to 1% over the 
past five years. 

“I’m thrilled," Burroughs 
said of the budget’s passage, 
a month before the new year. 
Councillors put in a long 
autumn of Thursday night 
meetings churning the docu¬ 
ment out on an accelerated 
schedule. 

“We’re ready for action, 
and we’ve got a month to 


get started on some of those 
items. This was a big move 
by council,” Burroughs said. 

He said he felt the hike was 
fair to taxpayers and that the 
new sustainability funding 
didn’t cover new spending, 
but decisions left by the pre¬ 
vious council to leech from 
reserves. 

But Niagara Falls Coun. 
Bart Maves said the budget 
left him cold. As council 
wrapped up, he and Volpatti 
asked to be registered as 
opposed to the bylaws imple¬ 
menting the three budget 
documents. Those are nor¬ 
mally rubber-stamped and 
voted on quickly. 

Timms also asked to be 
noted as opposed to one of 
the budgets. 

"There was a lot of oppor¬ 
tunity there to make sub¬ 
stantial reductions to the 
levy increase,” Maves said. 
“Council decided not to take 
that opportunity.”

PORT COLBORNE — 
Free to a good owner: The 
Niagara Music Awards. 

After four years of bring¬ 
ing acclaim and recognition 
to the local music scene, 
organizers Morgan Whelan 
and Jack Mitchell say the 
awards will go on without 
them next year. Now, it’s just 
a matter of finding someone 
willing to do it. 

“I think that somebody’ll 
pick it up," says Whelan. 
"But you need to be com¬ 
mitted because there’s so 
many different aspects to it." 

Whelan and Mitchell, 
co-owners of the Port 
Colborne company Capital 
M Productions, began the 
awards in 2008. The first 
two shows were held in 
Niagara Falls before moving 
to Welland last year and 
Thorold this year. Each show 
got bigger, with June’s event 
at the Frank Doherty Arena 

But with Whelan and 
Mitchell also running their 
Port Colborne music school 
The Music Depot, the work¬ 
load was becoming too 
much. By keeping things 
nonprofit (re: no staff), the 
duo were working 80 hours 


per week in the months 
leading up to the event. 

“We just have so much 
going on right now,” she 
says. “We can’t afford the 
time this year.” 

As early as last year, 
she knew the 2011 show 
would likely be the last. 
Announcing her decision 
via Facebook last week was 
difficult. 

“We had to make a call,” 
she says. "We run two busi¬ 
nesses, and we're self- 
employed people. It was 
always our company that 
financed the Music Awards. 
We feel like we started 
something, and I’ve gotten 
a lot of e-mails and phone 
calls about people wanting 
to do it on their own.” 

“It’s an emotional thing 
because it becomes your 
life, becomes your baby. To 
let it go is really hard.” 

About 750 people 
attended this year’s show, 
which handed out 27 
awards and featured 16 
performances. The event 
became a signature night for 
Niagara’s music scene, unit¬ 
ing everyone from thrash 
metal bands to polka king 
Walter Ostanek. 

St. Catharines rapper Mat

She said she appreciates 
that staff are "acknowledg¬ 
ing the economic times” and 
attempting to address fees in 
a different way.

Though 
Port Colbome is not there 
yet, the director of planning 
and development said it is 
something the city is working 
toward.
